But there was nothing to justify Russia in hold- 
ing the protocol like a pistol to her head and 
acting in contravention of the treaty of 1571. 
The Power responsible for breaking the united 
action of Europe was Russia. Turkey is now 
engaged in a death-struggle. God alone knows 
what might be the result. But the whole ef- 
fort of the British Government must be directed 
to localize the war and preserve strict neutral- 
ity. If the Czar would keep his word 
pledged to Lord Loftus that he had no 
intention to take Constantinople, but only ob- 
tain the amelioration of the condition of the 
Christians, there would be no question of inter- 
ference with British interests. If the Opposi- 
tion advocated war against Turkey they should 
plainly say so; but if they only intended to bark 
loudly and not bite, such a policy is wholly un- 
worthy, and would never have the sanction of 
the public. The Opposition appeared to attach 
more importance to having the Liberal party 
united than having the country united in view 
of the dissensions of Europe. 

The debate was adjourned until to-morrow. 

ENGLAND'S NAVAL PREPARATIONS.

THE TROY Y STRIKE. 


A Detailed Statement of the Trouble Be- 
tween the Troy Stove-Manufacturers and 
Their Employes—The Difficalty Likely to 
Result in the Destruction of the Business 
Chicagos Opportanity in That Event. 

Zo the Editor af The Tribune, 

Troy, N. T., May 4.—-No doubt long before this 
you have been made acquainted with the nature of 
the labor difficulties that have for the past six or 
eight months been agitating our city. But inas- 
much as in the perusal of your columns I have 


found nothing definite in relation to them, I have 


thought that a detailed account of their causes and 
provable effects might not prove uninteresting. Of 
all our valuabie industries, no one has been affect- 
ed so disastrously by the present business stagna- 

tion as iron manufacture, and none to-day, when 
indications of a basiness revivival are being herald- 
ed throughout the land, present such disconraging 
prospects for the future. The cause of this 
at least 80 far as this country is is ap- 
parent. Over-production has been followed by its 
legitimate effects, and until these are counteracted 
by a gradual consumption of the commodities pro- 

daced, our iron manufacturers and employes need 
not expects resumption of activity. Furthermore, 
the unwillingness of capitalists to re-invest their 
money in such precarious interests will have its 
depressing results. 

Troy stove manufacturers have for the past two 
or three years been complaining of their inability 
to compete with Western manafactarers. They 
assert that a few years azo they were able to com- 
mand the greater part of a highly lucrative trade in 
the West, but that stuce the Chicago and De- 
troit firms have attained a foothold Trojan 
supremacy has, been on fhe wane. Now 
it is at an end. It is an undisputed fact that 
stoves bearing the imprint of Detroit mannufac- 
turers have been during the past year offeredin 
Hudson River markets at prices below the cost of 
similar stoves made in Troy. This being the case, 
Trojan capitalists naturally eneugh sought means 
of competition with their more favored Western 
neighbors. As a first resort they opened a warfare 
upon their men. in the shape a reduction of 
wages. This reduction the moulders consider- 
ed excessive, and as a consequence struck. Al 
winter affairs have remained status quo, each erty 
resolved not to yield a n Had it not 
for the generous aid furnished by more — 
moulders in different parts of the country, tue 
strikers would undoubtedly have suffered great 


privatione. 

Within the past few weeks the difficulty has as- 
sumeda peculiar phase. To superficial observers 
the workmen had caused all the trouble, and upon 
their heads was poured the wrath of the capital- 
ists’ Organs.

THE COTTON TAX. 

Some few of the Southern newspapers, 
acting on the principle that it is not likely 
that favors will be forced upon the Southern 
people if they do not ask for them, have re- 
newed the demand that Congress shall with- 
out delay appropriate some $100,000,000 to 
refund the war tax collected om the exports 
of cotton. This tax was collected during the 
three years just after the close of the War, 
and it is now demanded that the amount of 
the tax with the interest shall be refunded. 
It is claimed that this tax, being an export 
duty, was unconstitutional. At that time 
the price of cotton was very high; cotton was 
scarce, and the producers had a greater con- 
trol over prices than they have ever had 
since. It is possible that during that period 
the consumer paid the larger proportion of 
the tax. But, assuming that the tax came out 
of the producer, it is not proposed to refund 
the tax to those who produced the cotton, 
even if this were possible. Nor is it proposed 
to pay the tax to the merchants, ship- 
pers, factors, or brokers who paid the tax 
into the Treasury, nor to the holders of 
the receipts, most of which have been bought 
up on speculation. It is proposed to dis- 
tribute the whole amount of the cotton tax, 
with the ten years’ and more accumulated 
interest, among the States, according to 
some plan of distribution based upon the 
amount produced and exported. In this way 
nearly every State gets a portion. All pre- 
tense of refunding the illegal tax to those 
who paid it is abandoned, and, when that is 
abandoned, the claim to have the tax re- 
funded at all stands without a shadow of 
justification. If any man be taxed unjustly 
or illegally, he alone can have any possible 
claim to have the money refunded, The 
village, city, county, or State in which the 
man lived certainly can have no claim to the 
money illegally takenfrom him. The Vicks- 
burg Herald, in a recent number, strongly 
urges that Congress shall refund this cotton 
tax, and insists that it shall be paid, not to 
those persons of whom it was originally col- 
lected, but to the States,” particularly the 
Cotton States.” Here is the way that 
paper presents the claim : 

The question for them to keep before themselves 
is, whether or not it was right, just, and proper 
for the United States to exact this tax from the 
Cotton States. Mark we say the Cotton States, 
because we wish our readers to carefully retain 
the fact in mind that this immense tax of seventy 
millions of dollars was wrung from a few States of 
the Union at the point of the bayonet. We want 
them to bear thie fact in mind, for on this fact 
hangs the justice of the claim. As to the feasidil- 
ity of the refunding of the tax, that is a question 
with which the United States ought to have nothing 
todo, That is a question for the Cotton States 
to deal with after the tax shall have been re- 
funded. As the claim lies now, it is a claim the 
Cotton States have against the Nationa] Govern- 
ment. If it is a just claim, it ought to be paid. 
If it should ever be paid, the Cotton States could 
then decide what to do withit. Mississippi could 
decide as to her portion, and all the other Cotton 
States could decide as to their portions. These 
States might enact a law to refund the tax to the 
producers in all cases where the producers could 
ve found; in other cases some other disposition 


might be made of it. So the argument as to the 
infeasibility of refanding the tax falls to the 


It will be seen that the refunding of this 
tax is demanded as something due to the

Certainly it is not in either the amount or in 
its character of such an extraordinary nature 
as to. require the country to retax itself 
$100,000,000 to refund it to the State Gov- 
ernments at the South. In fact, the bill to 
refund the cotton tax is a mere job,—s 
scheme to plunder the whole country to re- 
lieve certain impecunious political corpora- 
tions. 

How is this money to be obtained to re- 
fund this tax? Is it dy the sale of bonds, 
having thirty years to run and bearing inter- 
est, and adding a life-time tax upon the in- 
dustry and labor of the country? We co 
not believe that any portion of the people 
who for sixteen years have been paying 
enormous war taxes will ever consent to be 
taxed in addition to pay a mere gratuity of 
$100,000,000 to a portion of the people 
whose only pretense of claim is that they 
are poor. The poor are everywhere, and the 
Government, to be just, cannot single out 
the poor in one locality to make them na- 
tional paupers. The South” may there- 
fore abandon all hope of having this cotton 
tax refunded to the Cotton States, or to 
any other States, or to have it refunded in 
any other form. The country has not yet 
reached that degree of financial prosperity 
and superabundant revenue that it can begin 
to refund in money the taxes paid by indi- 
viduals to support the War. When the time 
comes to refund the war taxes, the cotton 
tax will be one of a long list of taxes paid 
by individuals, and in that list will be one of 
the more inconsiderable in amount.

THE FALL OF KARS. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg, corrobo- 
rated by ramors from Constantinople, re- 
ports that the Russians, with 50,000 men, 
attacked Kars on Sunday by regular bom- 
bardment, and captured the place with 
17,000 prisoners. If the news be true, it is 
of the highest importance, for if the strongly- 
fortified position of Kars has fallen in the 
short space of one week's operations, there 
is little hope that Erzeroum will stand long. 
With that swiftness which has characterized 
all the Russian operations, an entire corps 
of Russians passed Kars during the bom- 
bardment on its way to Erzeroum, accom- 
panied with heavy Krupp siege-guns, and 
we may shortly hear stirring news from that 
quarter also. If Erzeroum falls, Armenia 
will be in complete Russian possession, and 
all the lines of communication with the ex- 
treme East will also be held by her. The 
fall of Kars will leave the entire Russian 
army, with the exception of that portion 
operating near Batoum, free to attack Er- 
zeroum. The corps acting on the 
south coast of the Sea, with Trebi- 
zond for its objective point, does not 
thus far seem to be very successful, if 
we can believe Turkish reports, which claim 


its defeat at Batoum, but if the southern | 


army captures Erzeroum, Trebizond will 
fall of necessity, and all that portion of 
Turkey in Asia included between Russia and 
Persia on the east, Mesopotamia on the 
south, Kurdistan, Charput, and Siva on the 
west, and the Black Sea on the north, will 
be under Russian control. The short time 
of the operations before Kars bears witness 
to the progress that has been made by Russia 
since 1854. Then she besieged Kars three 
months, and, unable to capture it by assault, 
had to starve the garrison out. Then she 
could only bring a small force to bear 
upon it, having no communications. Now 
she has railroads aud highroads that bring 
her within four days of it, so that she has 
been able to mass a strong force upon it, 
and, while besieging it, hurry forward another 
strong force to Erzeroum, which will share 
the fate of Kars. Since the Crimean 
war the Turks have borrowed a hundred 
million dollars of England and squandered it 
on palaces and seraglios. They had nota 
railroad in their Asiatic possessions then ; 
they have none now. They had no commu- 
nications except by the Black Sea; they have 
no other now; and, with Erzeroum in posses- 
sion of the Russians, their last communica- 
tion is cut off The fall of Kars is the first 
important operation of the war, and the first 
step of Russia in the acquisition of territory 
in Asia Minor. In this connection, we re- 
print what has already appeared in Tux 
Trisonz, with reference to the extension of 
the Rugsian frontier : 

The line of the next frontier appears indicated 
by nature. If the frontier line, instead of being 
drawn near due west from Mount Ararat, be taken 
southwest but a very short distance by the fortress 
of Bayazid, it will touch the head-waters of the 
Eastern Euphrates. Follow the river along until, 
about the goth deg. of longitude, it meets the 
Western Euphrates. Ascend this riveras far as 
Ersinjian and thence drawa straight line up to 
Trebizond. A great slice this, but not one dit too 
large for the Russian appetite. It would give 
them the greater portion of Armenia, it would 
place them upon the Euphrates, would give them a 
line of frontier marked out for the greater portion 
of its course by the two arms of that: river, and 
guarded on the south by the fortresses of Bayazid, 
Melazgero, and Palu; would take them over ‘the 
Sanganlig Mountains, which have hitherto proved 
almost as unconquerable as the mountains of Cir- 
cassia, and would give them Kars, Erzeroum, 
Batoum, and Trebizond. 

From this frontier, if they were so dis- 
posed, their course to the Bosphorus is over 
the level plains of Asia Minor 1,200 miles, 
a long distance for a campaign, but with 
nothing to resist them on the route, unless 
England interferes, and can in some myste- 
logis manner place an army in that country.

try. The dissolution has come at last, and 
it is not improbable that a very decided revo- 
lution may take place in the management of 
the fire-insurance interests in this country as 
a result thereof. The abandonment of the 
National Board is notin itself anything to 
be deplored or feared. The power it arro- 
gated to itself was arbitrary and unjust so 
far as insurers were concerned, and frequent- 
ly bound down companies to a policy which 
deprived them of the advantages which their 
greater capital, superior management, and 
stricter economy ought to have given them. 
The theory is certainly wrong which enables 
a Board of Underwriters in New York City 
to regulate rates for the whole country, 
and this is practically what the Na- 
tional Board assumed to do. But 
there was another element in it which 
was eminently useful to the local Boards 
throughout the United States, and that was 
the disciplinary power of the National Board. 
This institution was able to coerce companies 
to discharge their agents who were agcertain- 
ed to be cutting rates below those establish- 
ed by the local Boards, whereas now it is 
thought the companies will, asa rule, wink 
at the agents cutting, and stand by them in 
preference to the local Boards. In that case, 
it is merely a question of time when the 
local Boards must. disband, in which event 
a free fight will set in. The outcome of such 
disorganization among the companies would 
certainly be disastrous as far as their profits 
are concerned, and might prove to be a gen- 
eral business disaster in case of any great 
conflagration like that of Chicago or Boston. 
In New York it seems that the companies 
are already involved ina ruinous competi- 
tion, and rates have fallen to an extent which 
indicates either that they were exorbitant be- 
fore or that they are foolhardy now. Risks 
that were underwritten at 3} per cent are 
now taken at 14; 4 per cent risks are down 
to 14; and dry-goo ds risks, which ruled 
at 70, 80, and 90, have tumbled to 35, 
40, and 424 cents on the $100. It remains 
to be seen how soon this policy will affect 
the West. We scarcely think it can be 
avoided except in certain places where the 
local agents are almost supernaturally har- 
monious. What are known as the Alliance 
companies may be able to keep out of the 
fight, but they will do so by practically with- 
drawing from general business. The so- 
called Alliance is made up of some of the 
and most prudent companies, and 

they will exert their influence to keep the 
local Beards together and establish a safe 
minimum rate. If they fail in this, they will 
hold aloof from the fight and content them- 
selves With a line of business which they 
control through savings banks and other 
trust institutions. Inthe end, their policy 
will bring them out ahead; they will make 
no money, but they will keep them- 
selves in a position where, if a great disaster 
occur, they will be able to meet their losses 
and keep on in business, while the more 
reckless companies will totter and fall all 
around them. But the insurance brokers, 


through whom the greater part of the risks 


are placed, always avoid such companies on 
account of their conservative policy, and 
will secure the greater number of insurers 
by the tempting offer of rates far below any 
the conservative companies will dare to make. 

Cheap insurance is all very desirable in its 
way, and we have no doubt that the Chicago 
and Boston fires gave the fire-companies an 
excuse for placing rates unreasonably high, 
and keeping them there after the extraor. 
dinary losses incident to those two fires had 
been fully recouped. There have been de- 
cided improvements in the building laws, 
fire-ordinances, and appliances for extinguish- 
ing fires, which were entitled to more con- 
sideration than the insurance companies have 
given them. We know this to have been the 
ease in Chicago. At the same time, any sud- 
den, revolutionary, and reckless cutting of 
rates to secure business without regard to 
the future,—any policy, in a word, which 
permits insurers to practically make their 
own rates, an scarcely fail to result 
in infinite damage to the commer- 
cial and property interests, Last year 
was an exceptionally fortunate year 
as to fires; the ratio of loss for the few 
‘months of this year that have already passed 
is 50 per cent greater than it was during the 
corresponding period of last year, and there 
is no reason to expect that it will be less dur- 
ing the remainder of the year. A universal 
cutting of rates will lead the insurance com- 
‘panies that enter the fight to take all 
sorts of risks, and offer all sorts of 
excessive brokerage, in the effort to keep up 
theirincome. If this reckless competition

CRAZY HORSE. 


Scenes and Incidents Attending the Surren- 
der and Disarmament of His Band at 
Red Cloud Agency. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Rep CLOUD Acgxcy, Neb., May 7.—The sur- 
render of Crazy Horse and his entire band oc- 
curred nere yesterday. Lieut. Clark met the sav- 
ages five miles from the agency at 10 a. m. 
Crazy Horse was riding a few steps in 
advance of the cavalry, while a file of 
the principal chiefs followed their 
leader. The warriors came next, marshaled 
in six companies, and formed regularly in sin- 
gle rank. Contrary to the usual custom on 
such occasions, pot a gun was fired, and all 
pomp and parade were banished. The perfect 
discipline of the warriors in their strange 
new roie, with the quiet throughout the vast cav- 
alcade, formed a most impressive scene. ‘Crazy 
Horse ordered a halt, dismounted, and shook 
hands with Lieut. Clark, andin few words told 
his spokesman to say that he would smoke tne 
peace-pipe now, and with the help of the Great 
Spirit establish eternal peace. He said 
all his things were given to Red- 
Cloud, hie brother-in-law. He-Dog, a 
prominent chief, took off his war-bonnet and 
war-shirt, and put them upon Clark, thus signi- 
fying utter submission. At 2 p. m. the head of 
tae column appeared in sight near the Agency. 
Here they formed in five bands of singers, 
forty in each band, and entered camp on 
White River bottem, chanting songs of the 
tribe suitable to the great occasion. The great 
train of camp equipage on travoe, with ponies 
and additional savages, formed a line two miles 
long. From front to rear echoed the solemn 
peace chant, and all betokened the absolute 
submission of the once dreaded tribe. The 
tepees wee soon pitched, the camp 
being formed in a crescent. Fonies to the num- 
ber of 700 were turned over to Red Cloud; 500 
had been presented to different Agency Indians 
before this.

INSURANCE. 
BOARD vs. NON-BOARD. . 

It has previously been stated in Tux TRipune that 
the non- Board insurance firms have banded togeth- 
er, and are trying to be admitted into the Board of 
Underwriters. The cause of this is the fact that 
the Board has during the last year largely reduced 
its rates, which are now said to be lower than they 


have been atany time since the conflagration of 
Oct. 9, 1871. These, however, are no — — pub- 
lished, and it is an impossibility for outsiders to 
get hold of them. This has been doneto ores the 
outside firms from basing their rates on those made 
by the Board. The regular members of the Board 
themselves do not know what the rates are, and if 
a risk is offered, the Secretary, Mr. Alfred Wright, 
who is the sole custodian of the tariff, has to be 
consulted as te the figures. The outside firms not 
being able to get hold of the schedules of the Board 
have been at sea for some time past, and have been 
compelled to make disastrously low rates in order 
to get some of the business. Owing to this state of 
affairs, these outside firms have come to the conclu- 
sion that it would be better for their interests to 
oo the Board and — bring about the estab- 
ishment of a uniform tariff. Ata late meeting of 
these firms a committee, of which Mr. W. H. Cun- 
ningham is the Chairman, was inted to bring 
about a union with the Board. e latter body, 
however, does not look upon the movement 
of the outside companies with favor, as 
their is: questi number 
of the leading rd men claim that 
the object of the outside firms is not so much to 
become members and to stop disastrous competi- 
tion as to get a hold of the tariff-rates in order to 
ent them under. In compliance with a request 
made by the non-Board firms, the Board has ap- 
pointed a committee to meet the Committee of the 
other body and see what is wanted, The two Com- 
mittees were to have held a meeting yesterday af- 
but — K 1 indisposition of Mr.

WILLIAM C. THOMPSON. 

The Worcester (Mass.) Spy of the 4th has the 
following obituary notice of the fatner of Gen.
